Along the forth bank of the Sas- 
katchewan trom Edmonton to the erat: 
em boundary of the Province liesaa 
fine a tract odfarming country as can 
be found in the Canadian West, a tract 
more than 150 miles long. Park 
country and plain alternate, the soit 
is unformly rich and drained by many 
water courses and fakes. All the 
natural resources are there for carry- 
ing on farming, whether grain-grow- 
ing, stock raising or mixed farming.” 

More than this, it is a settled coun- 
try For twenty miles at least back 
fiom. the river settlement is practic- 
ally continuous from Edmonton to 
Frog Lake; while in the eastern part 
it has spread north into the valley of 
the Beaver, and beyond this. toward 
Cold Lake. Some of the districts in 
this great belt have been settied for 
many years and the tract taken as a 
who!» will compare favorably in point 
of populetion with an; tract of similar 
size in this part of the Proyigge. . 

Yet in all that immense country, 
east of Fort Saskatchewan is not a 
mile of railway nor a reasonable pros- 
pect of one. Not at least a prospect 
of one which would do Edmonton any 
good, or give the trade of theeountry’ 
access to this City. The Alberta and 
Great Waterways would merely out 
across the neatest corner of this belt. 
And besides the Alberta and Great 
Waterways only one other road is pro- 
jected from this direction which wouki 
do anything to accommodate its traf- 
fic. That is the C. N. R. line to be 
built from a point half-way on their 
line to the Landing easterly along 
township 60. But there is nothing 
doing in the way of building this 
toad and no announcement has been 
made of any intention to build it now 
or hereafter.

GERMANY'S AERIAL FLEET. 


Proceeds From Celegne te Hamburg— 
Emperor Present at Arrival. 


Hamburg, April 23—The German air- 
ship fleet, consisting of three aerial 
cruisers from Cologne, arrived here 
about four o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
a landing being made in a field outside 
the city. So soon as the equadron was 
sighted Emperor William entered an 
automobile and started fer the landing 
place, which he reached before the sir- 
ships descended. Empress Auguste Vic- 
toria and Princess Louise also witnessed 
the arrival, as did thousands of visitors 
from Frankfort and other nearby cities. 

Three companies of infantry were em- 
ployed to keep the crowds back as the 
aeronauts settled to the ground. Lieut 
General Baron Mcrits Von Lyncks, in- 
spector general of the transprtation of 
troops ,and two officers of the general 
staff of the army, made the aerial trip 
from Cologne. The Emperor remained on 
the landing grounds for two hours, care- 
fully examining the uerial cra’t, and 
conversing with the officers and engi- 
neers, 

A gale having sprung up, the cap- 
tains of the airships decided to remain 
here over night. A battalion of w:fantrs 
was order'd to bivouac on the ground in 
the open air in order to render assist 
ance should it be needed. 

The aerial fleet will start back for 
Colorne if the weather is propitious, at 
the ime time tedey the Imperial fam- 
ily leaves,
